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VA rejects MPC attendance policy

The attendance policy at MPC 
is not acceptable to the Veterans 
Administration. So says a letter 
received by President Faul from 
Chief H. E. Summers of The 
Bureau of School Approvals. 

Summers rejected the school 
policy because he did not consider 
it a school policy at all since each 
instructor could determine his or 
her own attendance policy. 

The Bureau of School Approv- 
als feels that a uniform policy for 
all instructors is necessary. They 
also pointed out that MPC stan- 
dards for normal Veteran prog- 
ress is inadequate. 

The VA is concerned because 
they say too many vets are 


witharawing at the end of each 


school term and yet continue to be 
considered as making ‘‘satisfac- 
tory progress.”’ 

The VA feels that an adequate 
policy would require a ‘‘C”’ 
average and completion of at least 


one-half of all attempted units for 
a vet to remain in good standing. 


Another serious problem is that 
schools are permitting a student 
to enroll and receive full educa- 
tional subsistence (enrolling in 12 
credits as a full-time student) and 
at the end of the term ‘‘with- 
draw’ or take a ‘‘no credit’’ in all 
or part of the courses for which he 
has been enrolled, the VA says. 
They also point out that this 
process can be repeated each 
semester; and that according to 
curent school policy, the veteran 
may even enroll in the same 
subjects again. 

According to the VA, in order 
to avoid this, the colleges must 
develop a precedure to detect this 
activity and require counseling 
before enrolling the veteran for 


the next.term if the veteran tails’ 


to meet the required gradepoint. 
Also the school should require the 
veteran to complete counseling 
for the next term and be placed on 
probation. If the problem contin- 
ues, they recommend that the 


student be suspended and requi- 
red to have counseling by the 
Veterans Administration Advis- 
ment and Counseling Service 
before being allowed to apply 
again. They also pointed out that 
this is a free service provided 
under federal law. 

Jack Bessire, dean of student 
personnel, sent a letter to Sum- 
mers, dated Sept, 8, explaining 
that MPC has a bi-weekly institu- 
tional attendance check on vets. 
The Bureau of School Approvals 
feels that this would probably be 
acceptable for a uniform atten- 
dance policy for aJl students. 


Bessire also pointed: out in the 
{ettet that the school is interested 
in preventing veterans from mis- 
using benefits, and that he has 
asked the Faculty Association to 
appoint a committee to work with 
him in reviewing the schools 
attendance policies. 

Bessire has. talked with cla- 
rence Maghan, assistant chan- 
cellor, California Community 
Colleges, and has been advised 


that the Chancellor’s office has a 
task force working on implemen- 
ting of VA regulations. Bessire’s 
understanding is that an institu- 
tion still has the authority to de- 
termine its policies but that more 
restrictive policies can be estab- 
lished for veterans. 

The VA has now expanded and 
clarified requirements for which a 


college must provide standards of ~ 


attendance and progress. 
are: # 

(Kh) Maintain and enforce 
stnadard practice for determining 


They 


progress and conduct of veterans 


and eligible persons. 

(2) Keep adequate records and 
show progress. 

(3) Maintain written record of 
veteran’s previous education. 

(4) Develop policy which estab- 
lishes a plan for veterans training 
as well as a point to discontinue 
educational benefits. 

Another recent VA decision 
concerns a school’s liabilities for 
overpayments: ‘“‘When an over- 


payment has been amde to an 


eligible person or veteran as the 
result of (1) the willful or negli- 
gent failure of an educational 
institution to report, as required 
by law and applicable regula- 
tions, to the VA excessive absen- 
ces from a course, or discontinu- 
‘ance or interruption of a course by 
the eligible person or veteran; or 
(2) falso certification by an edu- 
cational institution, the amount of 
such overpayment shall constitute 
a liability of such institution, and 
may be recovered in the same 
manner as any other debt due tc 
the United States.’’ 

The. attendance and satisfacto- 
ry progress policies of MPC are 
stated in the 1975-76 school 
catalog. Get a copy, read it, and 
if you have any questions, ad- 
dress them to our VA reps here on 
campus.

Famous trumpeter Severinsen drops in on MPC jazz band

Doc Severinsen, bandleader on 
Jonny Carson’s Tonight Show and 
one of the best trumpet player’s 
in America, surprised Don 
Shamber’s music class with a 
performance Oct. 6. 

Severinsen was vacationing in 
Carmel. A musician of his 
caliber must rehearse almost 
daily. On Friday, he called 
Schamber, head of the music 
department, to request use of the 
practice room. Schamber readily 
agreed and suggested that Sever- 
insen come to the Monday after- 
noon jazz band practice. Sever- 
insen answered, ‘‘Sure,’’ but 
Schamber gave it little weight. 

So on Monday, Schamber was 
almost as surprised as the stu- 
dents to see -Severinsen walk in 
after his practice. He spent 15 
minutes listening to their music, 
as students eyed the trumpet case 
beside him. Finally Severinsen 
began discussing’ the arrange- 


ment , what was wrong, and what 
techniques should have been 
used. To the students delight, he 
got out his trumpet, warmed up a 
bit and played with the 22-mem- 
ber band for about two hours. 

Severinsen said he really en- 
joyed the opportunity to just play 
(lead trumpet, of course) while 
someone else led the band. 
Severinsen has his own traveling 
band as well as his Tonight Show 
band. They perform in Las 
Vegas, Reno, and Los Angeles. 
Playboy has chosen Severinsen as 
first trumpet in tis All-star band 
twice and he has soloed withthe 
Dallas Symphony and the Boston 
Pops. 

The Jazz Band did not try 
improvisation, but stuck to the 
arrangements they were prac- 
ticing tor their Nov. 13 concert.
